Forest Service, ranchers 
should cool rhetoric 

An unfortunate confrontation last month in the South Hills 
between the U.S. Forest Service and a number of cattle 
ranchers who run cows oh Sawtooth Forest aIlotments_is 
threatening to escalate already-simmering feelings between 
ranchers and other users of public land into a no-win politi- ' 
cal iionnybrook. 

_ . It would be better, in our viewrif the rhetoric-were cooled. 
Terms like “abusive treatment" and “heavy-handed intimi- 
dation ... by armed Forest Service bullies" are by their very 
-naturerinflammatory and do not contributc-to an appropriate — j 
resolution of the dispute. 

TIiosc words are from a recent letter to Agriculture Secre- 
tary Clayton Yeutter by the president of the Idaho Cattle As- 
sociation, Tom Shaw, describing the incident and calling for 
the termination of Forest Service employees. 

Such words, by their very nature, arc conclusionary; they 
do not describe behavior in specific terms. 

Indeed, it is generally concedcd-ihat there-was no rudeness— 
or physical abuse by the Forest Service team led by District 
Ranger Don Oman which arrived at the Wild Rose Cattle 
Association roundup on Goose Creek at dawn on Oct. 13 to 
do an unannounced count of the cattle. 

But it is also clear that the presence of armed Forest Ser- 
vice marshals and a spotter plane circling the area to see if 
any cows were not included,. did. little to foster trust and co- 
operation between cattlemen and the ForcsrServicc— 

— At-tlie- sume time, it also appears that previous problems 
"with’’thV ranchers ‘and Exchanges "which Oman took to be 
threats to his personal safety left him with little choice than 
to bring help along. 

Now, the cattlemen are clearly trying to get Oman trans- 
ferred, claiming that he is anti-grazing in general. 

Those who know Oman say his style is. indeed, different 
from his predecessors, but that his objective to maintain for- 
est resources is in accord with Forest Service plans and ob- 
jectives. ° 

In retrospect, it is apparent that Oman':* show of force at 
the cow camp wasn’t needed- and only heightened raw feel- 
ings. 

Southern Idaho people reflect a number of Western tradi- 
tions. Grazing and ranching in the area go back to before 
statehood and to before the Forest Service system. Recre- 
ational uses arc also high and have increased in recent years

The most immediate question is this: What will 
the East Germans do with their newly won free; . 
dom of travel? Will hundreds of thousands simply 
pack up and leave? 

Based on experience gained during various 
trips and visits with rclatives acrOss the border, it 
seems quite certain Jo me that at least 12 million 
or 13 million out of the remaining 16.5 million 
East German citizens arc determined to stay. This 
is. after all, their home country — and, after 
decades of oppression, things arc finally moving 
in the right direction. Why jump ship now? 

Moreover, many East Germans have always 
felt a certain sense of pride. This is especially true 
for all those above or about 40 ycjirs of age. As 
“underdog Germans” right from the start in 1945. 
they were subjected to an essentially stillborn 
economic system, but they made it work never- 
theless. They may lead modest lives by Western 
standards, but they do have a stake in their soci- 
ety. and they want to improve it. 

The panyJcudership can-ulso eount on the fact—

rnusinx-** many East Germans feel more at ease

Bridger-Teton plan reduces logging 


JACKSON. Wyo. (AP) — The 
Bridger-Teton National Forest’s 10- 
’ to 15-ycjir plan proposes that 
logging onThe"3^4 million-acre 
forest be reduced significantly in the 
next two decodes. 

But after that, the planning 
document anticipates timbering will 
once more increase until it surpasses 
historic levels. 

A significant development on the 
Bridger-Teton is the reclassification 
of the forest’s areas which nre suited 
-and-unsuited for. limber harvest. 

. Prior to the plnn, . fully. 433.500 
acres were considered appropriate 
for logging. The re-examination has 
trimmed that area by 36 percent to 
only 279,400 acres. 

What emerges is an 
acknowledgment that at least the 
northern pan of the Bridger-Teton is 
not a tree farm. Other activities, 
such as recreation and hunting, plus 
wildlife and scenic values, are 
emphasized in many areas 
surrounding Jackson Hole. 


Of the entire forest. 20 percent 
has no trees. An additional 40 
percent is withdrawn from timber 
production because it is in 
congressionnlly designated 
wilderness areas' where 
development is outlawed. 

The Bridger-Teton has 
determined thnt 13 percent of its 
jurisdiction would suffer 
irreversible soil or watershed 
-damage from logging. An additional 
17 percent is considered unsuitable 
for timber harvest for a variet y of 
..reasons, including. recreation. values,, 
scenery and wildlife needs, and cost 
of access and adminis tration. 

That leaves less than 10 percent 
of the. forest, 279,400 acres, which 
planners have classified as land 
suitable for scheduled timber 
harvest. This land will be the 
backbone of the Bridger-Teton’s 
annual logging programs which 
offer standing timber to bid to 
interested firms. 

Much of the timber discussion is 


carried on in a logging unit called 
"millions of board feet." A board 
foot is a piece of wood one foot by 
one foot by one inch. Several years 
ago a Bridger-Teton officinl 
calculated that recent clearcut 
timber sales here produced an 
average of 13.750 board feet an 
acre. 

Using those figures, a million 
board feet would involve 73' 
clearcut acres. Information in the 
environmental impact statement 
accompanying the plan suggests 
logging in the future under different 
types of cutting methods-might" 
require up to 250 acres to produce a 
million board teet. 

According to the plan, the forest’s 
current direction is to provide 17,3 
million board feet a year in 
scheduled timber sales. The 
preferred alternative would trim that 
amount by 31 percent to only 12 
million board feet. Little of that ~ 
would come from the northern end 
of the forest around Jackson Hole.

PALATKA. Fla. (AP) — A 1 15-year-old woman 
vas feted on her birthday Saturday with n private 
party for about 20 friends. 

Carrie White’s big celebration comes MOnday 
when -hundreds of people will honor the nursing 
. home resident rts the oldest person alive, and -the 
oldest American ever based on records obtained by 
the Guinness Book of World Records. 

"She’s doing fine. She's sitting out here in the 
lobby and w.e just finished a private party,’’ said 
Marjorie Allen, Mrs. White's guardian. “Wo had 
birthday cake and we sang.” •

organized an outdoor party under a terfhfor Monday. 

“We have 750-somc confirmed reservations, nnd 
we have jt cake on an 8-foot table,’’ Mrs. Allen said. 
"It'll pretty much fill the table." 


Mrs. White has impeccable records to bock the 
claim she is 115, which would apparently make her 
the world’s oldest person. But the records reflect a 
sad life behind the walls of a state institution. 

She was admitted to Florida State Hospital by her 
husband the day after her 35th birthday in 1909. 
Hospital records described her problem as “post- 
typhoid psychosis," a term that isn't recognized by 
doctors today. " ' ' ; 

She was finally discharged in 1984. 

Mrs. White has lucid moments but won't answer 
questions about her past. She sleeps about 16 hours 
a day, has u strong heart, takes no medicine and 
seems nearly immune to colds and flu, her care- 
givers say. 

She was bom Carrie Joyner on Nov. 18, 1874, in 
Gadsden County near the Georgia border.

Both creditors and 
owners must agree on' a reorganization 
plan, which ultimately must be approved by 
a federal bankruptcy judge.

These eases arc classified as business' 
bankruptcies. 

• Chapter 13. Sometimes called the 
“wage-earner plan.” Provides protection 
frofn creditors to individuals, including 
those who are sole proprietors of a

addicts to former tycoons such as the 
Hunt brothers anti ex-Texas Gov. John B. 
Connally. 

Between 1984 and the fiscal year 
ended June 30. personal bankruptcies 
more than doubled nationwide, to 
580.459 from 282,105. Many attorneys 
say they ‘expeer to ‘see a lot more 
bankruptcy court refugees. 

That means more business for lawyers, 
who arc among the first in line to get pnid- 
wlien a debtor's assets are sold to satisfy 
bills. But the personal bankruptcy 
explosion poses a threat to creditors, who 
‘stand to lose bill ions’ when unpaid bills - 
are delayed or dismissed by bankruptcy 
courts. 

In response, creditors have been 
aggressively going affcerjissels of people 
whose bankruptcy filings they consider 
fraudulent or abusive. 

Visa USA. the nation’s largest credit 
card company, began a program e arlier 
this year organizing banks to challenge 
bankruptcy petitions in court. The project 
begun in Southern California — an area 
of frequent filings — and has expanded 
to eight other states. There's no word yet 
on its success. 

The American Bankers Association, u 
trade organization for commercial banks, 
recently began a.caippaign to educate the 
public on the use of credit and steps to 
avoid bankruptcy. - 

The association cmphasizes-thai.a 
filing will damage n person's credit 
rating for years, which could mean big 
problems in getting loans or even another 
job. 

"Some people arc taking advantage of 
the system and it’s honing the industry,” 
said Virginia Stafford, an ABA 
spokeswoman.

debtors who ran up bills they never 
meant to pay. 

Crone said some bankruptcy filers 
deliberately hide assets, or overstate 
expenses, while others may have the 
means to repay debts but decide to file 
for bankruptcy anyway, usually at a 
lawyer's urging. 

Robert W. Johnson, director of Purdue 
University’s Credit Research Center, said 
its most recent survey of 1,200 
bankruptcy filers found half had no iuipe 
of repaying debts. But 20 percent could 
have repaid all non-mortgage debts 
within three years, nnd three-fifths' 
doubled their net worth after filing. 

“We’re by far the most lenient country- 
in the world. In many countries your debt 
'i<t_ q evcr torgt vcn ." said Johnson. .“In J’acrj- 
Amcrica was settled by people whOT In 


many cases, were fleeing their creditors 
in Europe." . 

Many lawyers ami financial planners 
argue that the vast number of personal 
bankruptcy filers- arc up against u 
financial wall, for reasons, ranging from 
job loss to medical crisis to divorce. 

They say banks should share-blame for 
the high number of bankruptcy filings 
because they-arc often too lenient in . 
issuing credit cards. 

"While consumer spending may drive 
an economy, it also drives many onto 
very thin ice," said William Kennedy, a 
Fort Worth psychologist, whose clients 
include personal bankruptcy filers. 
"These artificial needs are driven up in us 
by all the advertising big business does.”

"'BERLIN—' WithEast Germany's

The new market, popularly known as 
Stockmann’s for the Helsinki department 
store that established it as a Finnish-Soviet, 
joint venture, is not meant for Soviets with 
rubles. 

It isl one of the crudest ironies of Soviet 
life that ns food and consumer goods have 
disappeared from ordinary stores throughout 
the country , foreign residents of Moscow 
'can live ‘Better than ever — provided they 
have the plastic to pay for it. 

In Year 5 of Mikhail S. Gorbachev's “per- 
cstroikn," or restructuring, everyday items 
such as tea and matches are rationed or sim- 
ply nonexistent in mnny Soviet cities. 

But foreigners can purchase fresh advoca- 
dos airlifted from California for S3. 40 
apiece or papayas for S4.50, thanks to n 
Swiss-Soviet joint venture that opened here 
lost year. Fresh cheeses and cold cuts are 
specialties at Spar, a new German market on 
the Garden Ring Road. 

Stockmann, which for years has shipped 
everything from apples to automobiles by 
rail to members of Moscow’s foreign com- 
munity, opened its joint venture supermar- 
ket, .which it named Kalinka. with Soviet 


partners-in-mtd-Sqjtcmbcr. 

The glass-fronted former clothing store 
near Moscow's Pnvclctsky train station wa s 


besieged the day it opened by more than 500 
eager shoppers, templed by two truckloads

"Many Russians tried to'come in on the 
first dny but found it very frustrating they 
couldn't buy anything,*' said the store’s as- 
sistant manager, Robert Mcnnrd, 27, of 
Carlsbad, Calif.

The Germans have been there be- 
forc. If. as many expect, Germany 
takes advantage of the new free- 
doms of Eastern Europe and the So- 
viet Union to strengthen its eco- 
nomic clout in the East, it would re- 
store a commercial relationship that- 
dates back to the -Middle Ages — 
one that was disrupted only in the 
past few decades of the Cold War, 

Germans have traded with the

Since the NFL’s union was 
decertified, Manley has no recourse through 
grievance procedures. 

"Dexter feels there is grave doubt in 
many areas," Woolf said. "He could bring -

Many Christmas trees arc cut a month or more before 
they arc sold, so they can become very dry. One way to 
get a fresher tree is lo cut one yourself. Several Nation- 
al Forests sell Christmas tree cutting permits. This may 
be a good season for cutting a tree in the National For- 
est, since there has not been as much snow as usual. 

There. arc a ffcw local nurseries which grow thciLQWn 

trees tor cutting. They seldom advertise since the sup- 
ply is smaller than the demand. Some nurseries also 
sell living Christmas trees which arc still growing in a 

_conuiincr._Tlic5c.trcesJiuy,c.bcch.shcarcd.so.thcy_are 

fuller than forest trees. They are also more expensive 
’than trees which have been shipped in from distant ar- 

" Another advantage of a living Christmas tree is that 

-you can plant iroutsidc aftcrChrittmasrlrt ourclimate; 

- this usually lakes some planning-bceausc the ground 
will be frozen solid by (lien. You can dig thfc.hole for 
the tree now or cover the area with 6 to 8 inches of 
straw or other insulating material to prevent freezing. If 
you dig the hole first the soil dug from the hole will also 
have to be protected from freezing. 

You cun ulso wait until spring to plant the tree. How- 
ever, the roots must be protected from sub-zero temper- 
atures or it will not survive the winter. 

When living Christmas trees arc brought into if warm .. 
home, they begin to grow. They need rcgulur watering 
and a gradual transition to colder temperatures before 
plnnting'outsidc. Their outdoor survival chances arc re- 
duced if they ore kept in u warm house more than -10 
days. 

Another way to reduce needle drying and drop is to 
spray or dip cut Christmas trees to on anli-transpirant ■ - 
such as Will-Pruf. This coals the needles with a rubbery 
material and reduces drying. If the location where you 
purchase your tree does not have facilities to dip. you 
can buy a con from a mlrscry and spray it yourself. 

Flocking also reduces needle drying. Both flocking 

and anti- transpirants also raise die price of the tree 

Even without Hocking or anti -transpirants, you can re- 
duce needle drying by using a. tree stand which contains 
a water reservoir. 

Rccut the tree just before placing it on the stand and 

keep the cut end covered with water. The-wuter-may 

need refilling every day for (he first few days. - 

When you arc selecting your tree, bounce it Itard on 
the ground. If a lot of green needles fall off, especially 
from the outer part of the tree, you may want to select a 
fresher tree.
